the Far East, and ordered for them, 25,00 fur. 
coatsasagift. Morosoffis, however, a Russian, 
and as such knows full well that not all: gifts 
for the warriors reach Eastern Asia, but often, 
indeed, never get beyond the people who are 
west of the Urals, Therefore, In order to be 
sure of his steps, he entrusted his gift to the 
especial care and protection of a member ‘of

Tho horses tore ip their hunger the wooden 
beams to which they were fastened, Thirty of 
them died on the spot, and the rest were sent 
Inasick condition to the rail for transport: 


-Cau it be wondered at that so many horses 


perish in thelong journey, or are completely 
useless when they urcive?’”-. . 
~ Another example is given in relation to the 
warm boots for the army, The peasants offered 
to sitpply the Government at cost price with 
felt boots made out of sheep's wool, They were 
even willing to present them to the Govern- 
ment, which offer was dectined, or to deliver 
them at. the price of the wool atone. Such 
boots will last for {wo years, and probably the 
requisite number would have been immediate - 
ly supplied, / But that did not suit the book of 
tho officials of the commissariat. The “ Russky 
Viedomosty" publishes the following news 
from Kineshma :— + 

“In this district the prepatation of bad felt 
boots has been carried on for some time, for, 
instead of being made of sheep's wool, they are 
made of horse and cow hair, mixed with paste, 
If struck against hard objects they brea} at’ 


once into pieces. The makers of these boors 


themselves admit that such articles in Fussia 
last from two to.three wecks, in Manchuria 
hardly as many days. The cost is 2s per pair 
This trash has attracted the altention of the 
army contractors, Travellers have arrived 
here: who are purchasing the arlicles in quan- 
tity for the army.” . : 

Another illustration is given by a well-known 
leading cloth manufacturer, who ‘relates the 
following :—One day a colonel came to him to 
hand him an order for the delivery of 5,000,030 
Russian ells of cloth, The manufacturer is 
willing to accept, atid, asking for the exact 
conditions, is told that he. mus! pay 300,000. 
roubles (say £50,000) to the General-in-Com- 
mand, 50,000 roubles to the Colonel him- 
self. Upon which the goods will be accepted 
without test, That is to say, the bribe being 
paid, any rubbish can be delivered. The 
manufacurer declined the. order, and said open- 
ly to the Colone! that for the money he could 
only deliver cloth which would last a few days. 
The reputation of his firm was, however; worth 
too much to do such dirty ‘business, The 
Colonel left, The order was given to another 
factory, and the army was once more plunder- 
ed of about £55,000 sterling. —Ey. 


POISONED HER MOTHER, 
——— 


ROSINA HUBBARD CONVESSES AFTER BEING 
ACQUITTED, 


Melbourne.—A startling development has 
occurred’ in connection with the Richmond 
poisoning case. Rosina Hubbard, who was 
recently tried and acquitted on a charge of 
having poisoned her mother, has now confessed 
to the crime. . 

It will be remembered that the victim, Mrs, 
Robins, lived at Richmond with her husband, 
and the accused, Robins was her third hus- 
band, and the girl Hubbard, who is a dwar/, 
was her daughter by a previous husband. 
Some months ago, Mr. and Mss. Robins were 
driving in a buggy in Elizabeth street, when an 
accident occurred, and Mrs. Robins was thrown 
upon her head. She was treated at home, but 
became worse, and poison having been found 
in the house, her medical attendant sent her to 
the Melbourne Hospital, where she died. 
Subsequent examinations showed conclusively 
that she had’ been slowly and systematically 
poisoned, and that her death was due to mer- 
curial poisoning, 

Suspicion rested upon her daughter Rosina, 
who was tried and acquitted by the jury. It was 
felt that the matter should not rest here, and at 
the meeting of the meeting of the Cabinet on 
Monday last, it was decided to ask the Chief 
Secretary to appoint Detective M'Manamey to 
make (usther inquiries, That officer immedi- 
ately turned his attention to the girl, Rosina, 
After the triat she had gone tovlive in a house 
at Kensington, where here stepfather and her 
baby were, In conversation with the detective, 
she admitted the crime, and said that her step- 
father wasthe father of the child. Her mother 
was awaye of what had taken place, and for that 
reason she was jealous of her mother, She was 
very fond of her stepfather, and while her 
mother was at the hospital they shared the 
‘same room.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY 'iN 
HONGKONG, 
a ane 
The value of wireless telegraphy for signal- 
ling and commercial purposes. has been 
recogniscd for a considerable time now, but 


it is only lately that the matter has assumed |. 


importance in this part of the world. Ina 
recent issue we were enabled through the 
energy of our naval correspondent to stale 
that the Admiralty authorities had decided 
to erect a wireless telegraphic station at 
Cape d'Aguilar, so that warships at Mirs 
Bay should be in constant communication 
with Hongkong. ‘That exclusive informa- 
tion opens out a vast field for spéculation. 
In China several wireless telegraphic stations 
hive already been erected, and the feats 
achieved by the Zines representative during 
the early part of the bombardment, of Port 


+| Arthur in transmitting news across distances 


varying between 75 and 150 miles, accord- 
ing to the state of the weather, show the 
possibilities of the latest medium of com: 
munication, When even the Chinese 
Government commission an Italian licuten- 
ant to bring out the Marconi apparatus for 
four men-of-war and for three land stations, 
it must be evident that the thorough practi. 
cability of the system is completely establish. 
ed. But what we are concerned with, is the 
interest which Hongkong, and particular. 
ly the shipping interests of the Colony, must 
have in the local installation at Cape 
d’Aguilar, At present there is no means of 
signalling the arrival of vessels from the cast 
until they have passed through the Lyee- 
moon Pass, and then they are almost at an- 
chorage. From the west, vessels are signal- 
led from the Gap Rock, which gives three 
hours’ warning of their approach, sufficient 
for business men to make arrangements to 
deal with the vessel on her arrival. Now 
that it is proposed {to establish a wireless 
telegraphic station at Cape d’Aguilar, we 
would suggest that the present inconvenience 
of being unable to learn of a vessel's ap- 
proach from the north or cast might be done 
away with once for all, It is true the station 
at Cape d'Aguilar is being erected by the 
Admiralty officials for their own purposes, 
but it is hardly likely it will always be 
engaged in. transmitting official messages 
from Mirs Bay to the headquarters in 
Hongkong. In the intervals, it should be 
possible for the station to act the part of 
advance agent, announcing in the city the 
sighting of any particular vessel long before 
it appears at the western entrance to the 
harbour. In the case of mail-boats parti- 
cularly, the convenience of such an arrange. 
ment cannot be over-estimated. Most of the 
Atlantic mail-boats have wireless telegraphic 
installations and there is not the slightest 
doubt that if wireless telegraphic stations 
started up on the regular route, the Pacific 
mail-boats would also adopt the system. It 
mnust be frequently galling to a merchant to 
learn that a vessel from the north or from 
America has arrived with mails for Hong- 
kong, half an hour after he has left his 
office, But under existing conditions that, 
no doubt, occasionally happens, If the 
Admiralty consented to become inter. 
mediaries i in heralding the coming of vessels, 
they would be conferring a boon on the 
commercial community. In fact, they would 
be fulfilling in a way the prime reason of their 
existence—the protection of British interests, 
which in this case means the interests of 
Hongkong, andthe’ advance of commerce by 
sea, But it all remains with the Admiralty 
whether this will be. done or not. As arule 
the officials of the Admiralty in Hongkong 
have proved, in the past, exceedingly willing 
to grant any request which had for its 
ultimate object the furtherance of shipping 
or commercial interests, With the establish- 
ment of a  witeless: telegraphic station at 
Cape d’Aguilar they will be in a position to 
increase the obligations due to them by the 
commercial community, without disturbing 
their own arrangements in any.way.’ Itonly 
remains for'.a deputation of representative

AN HISTONICAL WORK,

INFORMATION DESIRED, 


A fiterary query of inuch local interest has 
been addrgssed by Dr. Hanitsch, Curator of 
the Rafiles Museum and L.ilsrary, to the Editor, 
privately, on which we regrettosay we have no 
information available. The matter heing one 
of such historical interest as repards the earlier 
affairs of the Mulay Peninsula, we, in hope that 
publicity may attract the attention of some. one 
who may thrown light on the subject, now 
print Jr. Hinitsch’s note :— 

IT have received a becter. (om Mr, Boosd 
Librarian of the Colonial [nstitule in which he 
writes as follows :— 

“Whilst looking throngh Logan's Journay 
of the Indian Archipelago; 1] came across a 
note in’Volume VIN, page 13), regarding John 
Anderson's work on * Political and Commercial 
Considerations relative to the Malayan Penin- 
sulain the Straits of Malacca” pubhshed in 
Penang in the year 182). The note states that 
a work wid-tthe above tile was compiled in 
WB. ee Only a hundred cipies were print- 
ed and of these & very limited number had 
been circulated, when, for some reason, they 
were tecalledand so strictly wisthe suppression 
of the work enforced that Mr. Anderson was 

required to yve his word of honor shat he had 
not retained asingle copy, One copy however 
seems to have escaped notice and {cll inta the 
hands of the late Mr, Carnegy who in 
1835 reprinted it io the ' vi.gapore Chronicle” 
which he thenconducted. Afier Mr. Carnegy's 
death this copy was sold at auction for jo 
dollars, and we believe sent to England.” This 


evident that the work was still suppressed. Do 
you know whether subsequent to that date, the 
suppressed copies found their way into circul- 
ation? We have a copy in the Library, ond 
under the very peculiar circumsiances stated 
on the authority of Loyen Lain anxious to find 
cut all [ canas tothe book” 

Do you bappen to know anything about this 
affair? Wehave two copics in the Library, 
one in the Rost collection and another which 
we bought two years age from NM. Nijhoff, at 
the Hogue, -As there are thus at least three

The “Anecdotal History of Singapore” by 
Mr. C. B. Buckley: contains no reference to 
Mr, John Anderson, or to the suppression of 
his work.

Bengal, that some copies may have been sent to 
Calcutta, and an odd one may stifl survive in

On the one 
hand, be should study the philosophical works 
of the present day, and of past ages; and on
